Some whyte clep.ſom? red clep, ſome 
eraueel,oz chylturne, ſome lande, ſome mean crth, 
died Wd marle,+ i many places heith groũd 
mM and 
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and one plough wyll not ſerue in all places whees 
Fozeit is nete ſſary to haue diuers maners or plow⸗ 
es. In Somerſet chpꝛe about zelceſtre, the char⸗ 
beam p in mani places iscalled the plouch heed, is 
fourc oz fpue fote longe ,x it is bzode and thynne. 
And that is becauſe the lande is very toughe, and 
wold ſoke the ploughe into the earthe pk the char⸗ 
beam were not longe bzode and thynne. In kent 
they haue other maner ol plowes, Come go with 
wheles as they do in many other places, and ſome 
wyl tourne the chelbzede at euerp landes ende, and 
plowe all one wape , In Buckpngham chpꝛe are 
plowes made of another maner and alſo other 
maner of plough pꝛons, the whiche me ſcmeth ge⸗ 
ncrally good and lpkely to ſerue in manye places 
and ſpecially if the plough brane and charbeame 
were foure inches lenger betwene the chethe and 
the pioughe tayle, that the chelde biede myghte 
come nioze aflope, koz thoſe plowes gyue out to 
ſodenly, and therfoze they be the worte to dꝛawe, 
and koꝛ no cauſe elles. In Kepteſter chyꝛe, Lanies 
chpꝛe, Hoke chpꝛe: Upucolne, Morfolke, Camberge 
chpꝛe, and many other countreps, the plowes bee 
of dyuerſe makynges, the whyche were to longe 
a pꝛoceſſe to declare howe. ict. But howe ſo cuer 
they be made, yk they be wel tempoꝛed and go wel

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Mhe whiche is a good wap to kepe the bꝛede and 
Conc tempoꝛed but it ſeructh nat the depnes and 
Come men haue in ſtede of the ploughe fote a pece 
of pzon ſette vprightein the further ende of the 
ploughbcame and they call it a cocke, made with 
two 02 the nackes and that ſcruethe foz dep neſſe 
The plowes that go with wheles haue a ſtreight 
beame and map be tempered in the pꝛon as the o⸗ 
ther be fox the bꝛede, but thepz moſte ſpetciali tem⸗ 
per is at the bolſter, where as the ploughe beame 
ipeth, and that ſerueth both fo2depneſſe and koz 
bpzede And they be good on euen grounde that lp⸗ 
eth lyghte, but me ſemeth they be karre moe koſtly 
then the other plowes.

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Tp1 were. vii oz. viii payꝛe of wheles, and they gg 
rosunde and lyghte aftcr oxen oꝛ hoꝛſes to dꝛawe.

Ilſo a carte made of 
alche, becaule it is light and Ipke ſtuffe to it as is 
to a wapne, and allo a carte ſadyle back bands. V 
belp bandes and a carte ladder behynde whe he 
tall cary other conc oz kyddes, oz ſuche other. 

And in manpe contres thepꝛe wapnes haue carte 
la dders both behpnde + bekoze. Allo an huſand 
muſt haue an axe, a hatchet, a hegyng e byll, a pyn 
nawger, a reſt nawger, a &aple a ſpade and a cho⸗ 
yell, Ind howbeit that J gyue them theſe names 
as is moſte commeniy vſed in mp contre F knovs 
thep haue other names in other contres, but here 
by a man mape percepue manpe thynges longe to 
hulbandꝛzp to theyz great coſtes and charges, foz 
the mapntenaunce and vpholdpng of the lame. 

And many mo thynges are belonging to huſban- 
des, then theſe as pe chall well perceue oz J haue 
made an ende of theſe treatyle, and yt a ponge huͤl⸗

Foz in 
ſom places an ore ploughe, is better then a hozſe 
plough, and ſome plates a hoꝛſe ploughe is bet- 
ter, that is to ſap,in euerp place where as the huſ⸗ 
bande haue ſeuerakl paſtures to put his oxen in 
when they come fro thepz wozke, there is the ore 
ploughe the better, Foz an ore map not endure his 
woe to lavour ali dap, and then to put to the co⸗ 
mens oz beioze tye herdman and then to be ſet in a 
foode al nygt without meate, ꝛ go to hys labour 
in the moꝛnyng. But and he bee put in a go od paz 
ſcure al nyght, hc wyl labour much of all the day 
da ylp. And oxen wyll plough in tough clap+ vpon 
byllp grounde, where as hozſes wyll ſtande ſtyll. 
And where as is no ſeuerall paſture there Þhozſe 
plow is better, fo: the hozſes may be teddered ox 
tyed vpon lepcs, vatkes, oz yades, where as oren 
map not be kepte and it is not vled to tedder the 
but in few places. Ind hozſes wpll go faſter then 
oxen on euen grounde oz lyght ground, e qupcker 
in carpagcs, but they he farre moe coſtly to kepe 
in wynter, foz they muſt haue both hey and cozne 
to cate, ⁊ ſtrawe foꝛ lytter,thep muſte be well chod 
on all four fete, the geare that thep (hall dzawe 
with is moze coſtlpe then fo; the oxen, + chozter 
whyle it wyll laſt.
